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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

> Applicant’s election without traverse of Group II of claims 1-5, 11-14 and 19- 
22 in Paper No. 4 is acknowledged. 

> This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

• Species I: A varactor having a well region (20) in a semiconductor 
substrate (10) and electrical contacts (70) to the gate electrode layer (50) 
formed over an additional contact isolation structure (32), as shown in Figure 
2a. 

• Species II: A varactor having a well region (20) in a semiconductor 
substrate (10) and electrical contacts (140) to the gate electrode layer (110) 
formed over an active region (142), as shown in Figure 3a. 

• Species III: A varactor having P-well (210) and N-well regions (200, 220) 
and electrical contacts (270) to the gate electrode layer (110) formed over an 
active region (143), as shown in Figure 4. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
